payers got their first slice of the pro- 
posed tax relief today when the house 
ways and means committee adopted 
the 
recommendation 
of 
Secretary 


Mellon to allow » special i$ per 
cent reduction In .the tax on Incomes 
which are "earned." 


All taxable Incomes, under $5,000 


were defined vas earned for purposes 
or this reduction, while fSO.OOo was 
set as the maximum amount of in- 
comes on which the reduction could 
be taken. 


The treasury estimates show that 


about 13.000,000 taxpayers have In- 
comes leas than 15,000 and automa- 
tically could deduct from their tax 
when computed SB per cent of Its 
total, thus a married man with two 
children who pay* a tax of f» on an 
income of *5,«60 would pay only til, 
this figure not taking Into account 
any normal Income tax reduction — a 
proposition still before th* committee.
